Group II, claim(s) 29-33, drawn to a method of inhibiting RAD51 expression via 
compounds/compositions of Group I. 

Group III, claim(s) 35-39, drawn to compositions comprising inhibitors of RAD51 . 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature of claims 1-28resides in a double stranded RNA which is composed of a sense 
strand containing SEQ ID NO:1 and a complementary strand not more than 100 
nucleotides in length, while the special technical feature of claims 35-39 resides in a 
medicinal composition containing a RAD51 inhibitor. Since there is no special technical 
relevancy between these inventive groups involving one or more of the same 
corresponding special technical features, these inventions cannot be considered as 
being so linked as to form a general inventive concept. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

For groups l-lll, applicant must elect one species of chemotherapeutic agents 
recited in claims 8, 10-13, 20, 21, 22, 24, 25, and 35-38 (it is noted that if applicant 
elects a generic agent as recited in claim 8 applicant should elect a species within the 
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scope of the generic agent). For groups I and II applicant must elect one species 
selected from "a double stranded RNA" and "a vector capable of expressing". If "a 
vector capable of expressing is elected applicant must further elect a species of viral 
envelop vectors recited in claims 15, 16, 26, 27, and 28.
